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In addition to the DARE system, OCR recommended to the DDI and 


received approval for the purchase and installation of five Filmsort 2000 machines 
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and three companion Quadrant Printers. This euipment + weuld speed up processing by 
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Register Ground Photography Index were programmed for a computer in FY1964 and both 
operations were being performed on an IBM 1401 in the Office of Computer Services. 


Computerizing. these two operations produced a significant savings in man-hours and 
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faster input to this portion of the index files. Of particular signifieance was the
